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Were The Denmark Flag 
amps Printed From 
More Than Two Plates?

This question arises after a 
thorough study of the various flag 
stamps and is being asked 
through Linn’s because of the en- 

ous amout of interest shown 

its readers in the twelve flag 

ps. It is possible that others 
who have studied these stamps 
may have noticed the differences 
in the Denmark sheets as I list 
them below. 

It is common knowledge that 
the Poland stamps may be found 
from the left and right plates in 
both top and bottom positions, for 
a total of four different plates, 
These I have plated and they are 
easily identified. All others exist 
in both left and right. sheets with 
Czechoslovakia, Luxembourg, Bel- 
gium, Greece and Albania being 
printed with the top arrow and 
Norway, Netherlands, France 


‘Yugoslavia and Austria with the 


bittim arrow. The Denmark sheets 
are all found with the top arrow. 
-To be certain that all the sheets 
studied would not be from one 
section of printing, I received five 
separate orders’ from the Phil- 
atelic Agency in Washington over 
a five month period and then 
made additional purchases from 
five dealers in different sections 
of the country. This gave me a 
mixture of sheets in which four 
were alike and tabbed “A”, nine 
others alike and tabbed “B” and 
the final four alike and tabbed 
“oe

me ask, what is the answer? Was 
one plate removed and replaced 
with a third one for some reason?

Stampless Covers From 
Latin American Points 


Two unusual covers have come 
to the office of the Weekly in the 
past ten days. Both were register- 
ed covers, one from Guatemala, 
the other from Bolivia. The first 
from the Guatemala Philatlic So- 
ciety which seems in some man- 
ner to have official connections, 
the latter cover from a private in- 
dividaul in Bolivia. Both covers 
came through by registered mail 
without the sign of a postage 
stamp on either of them and with- 
out any markings of any nature 
indicating prepayment of postage. 

Both covers were opened and 
sealed by the censor and in the 
cover from Bolivia in which the 
letter is dated July 14th, there 
were enclosed a number of vari- 
ous unused stamps from various 
South American countries which 
were tendered as a remittance for 
a subscription to the paper and 
for classified advertising. 

It is therefore evident that 
stamps are permitted to pass un- 
der certain circumstances. 


Use Of Seebecks An

A 
few years ago, when I was in 
Boston, packages came to me 
from Ecuador, all stamped with 
a few of the current stamps and 
usually a flock of the 5 sucre 
Seebeck reprints. 

The 
packages come from dealers who 
slap the reprints on the pack- 
ages and present them to inex- 
perienced clerks who _ accept 
them as being all right. Since a 
a sucre saved or the government 
defrauded of the amount is con- 
sidered not exactly dishonest it 
will prabable continue to happen. 

I also remember a request from 
a Mexican dealer, now deceased, 
for the 5 peso, No. 514, mint at 
half cat., which at the time made 
it 10c a,peso. Maybe you would 
have been surprised to see the 
same 5 peso stamps come back 
on covers a few weeks later, but 
I wasn’t.

‘time—thought that in the armor- 
ed warrior mounted on his are 
mored horse he confronted a sine 
gle, terrible animal. San Francisco 
remembers the days of ox carts 
and covered wagons, and how 
your city at the Golden Gate ex- 
perienced its rapid development 
because men willingly faced the 
discomfort and the tedium of the 
passage around Cape Horn rather 
than undergo the hardships and 
the terrors of the journey across 
the continent. Your fathers and 
grandfathers saw the coming of 
the transcontinental railroads. You 
yourselves have witnessed the be- 
ginning and swift development of 
our great airway system. 

The past and future are in our 
minds today as we commemorate 
the 24th anniversary of the com- 
pletion of the transcontinental air 
mail route and the beginning of 
a 25th year of successful opera- 
ion. 

Air mail has an unusual impor- 
tance to San Francisco. Your uni- 
que geographical location, with 
your far-distant Pacific Coast 
cities tied to you by natural trade 
affinities—your status as the west- 
ern terminus of the transcontinente- 
al route and the eastern terminus 
of the trans-Pacific route—all 
these combine to make air mail 
and San Francisco natural and in- 
timate commerical allies. 

In the development that seems 
destined to come about in our 
own time in Asia—with the vast 
possibilities of an awakening 
China—who will place a limit up- 
on the growth of commerce which 
San Francisco will know? And 
thus it is appropriate that San 
Franciscans—old enough to be 
concerned for the future and 
young enough to be the leading 
pariticpants in the future—should 
have inspired this fine gathering. 

In 1910—seven years after Or- 
ville Wright made the first air- 
plane flight in 1903—Representa- 
tive Sheppard of Texas sought 
consideration for a bill “for an in- 
vestigation to determine the prac« 
ticability and cost of an airplane 
or airship mail route.” 

How often must Morris Shep- 
pard have thought of that legisla- 
tion in the closing years of his 
life, when as Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee, it 
became his duty to sponsor meas- 
ures authorizing the use of air- 
planes by the Army in numbers 
undreamed of in 1910—or 1920— 
or even in 1939. 

Early in 1912, as a result of suce 
cessful experiments sponsored by 
the Post Office Department, the 
Postmaster General recommended 
that $50,000 be appropriated to 
start an experimental route. From 
year to year the Department re- 
quested appropriations, and in 
1916 funds for airplane service

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spurred interest in aviation, Fin- 
ally, in 1917, by way of an amend- 
ment to a House Appropriations 
Bill by the farsighted Senator 
Kenneth McKellar, who was then 
a member and who is now Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Post Offifees and Post Roads, 
Congress appropriated $100,000 
for establishment of first experi- 
mental air rail route. Line was put 
in service on May 15, 1918 be- 
tween New York and Washington, 
a distance of 218 miles, There was 
1 round trip daily except Sunday. 
The War Department conducted 
the flying and maintenance opera- 
tions. The Post Office Department 
handled the mails. The coopera- 
tion of the War Department was 
continued until August 12, 1918 
when the Post Office Department 
took over the entire operation of 
the route, furnishing its own 
equipment and personnel. 
Consider the situation which 
prevailed in those days. Here was 
an infant industry to which po- 
tential capital feared to entrust it- 
self as did potential passengers. 
The Post Office Department, how- 
ever, was an agency owned by all 
the people of America—the most 
widespread and _  all—pervasive 
agency in the land—an agency 
seeking the speediest form of 
transportation, and, fortunately, 
one which was ready, willing and 
able to try the new device to see 
whether it could fulfill the pro- 
mise of conquering time and dis- 
tance. I think that what our fel- 
low Americans accomplished in 
those early years deserves our 
gratitude. These men were pion- 
eers who wrote a chapter in our 
history and in the history of hu- 
man progress which commands 
our admiration. 
With the success of that first 
route connecting the nation’s cap- 
ital with its largest city, they dar- 
ed to dream of an airline flung 
to the west—west to Cleveland— 
west to Chicago—and some day, 
they hoped, even as far west as 
San Francisco. They dreamed of 
a new mode of transportation for 
an enterprise of infinitely great 
importance to the American 
people—the carriage of the mails. 
Again and again Senator Ken- 
neth McKellar was a champion 
of the air mail service. He fought 
for the appropriation to continue 
the first experimental route—he 
fought for the extension of air 
mail to Cleveland and Chicago— 
and finally, over bitter opposition, 
it was this confident air mail en- 


85|thusiast who introduced the a- 


mendment which provided funds 


5|“for the purchase of such aero- 


planes as may be necessary to 
establish, operate and maintain 
aeroplanes and aeroplane mail 
service between New York and 
San Francisco.” 

Despite obstacles, the work went 
rapidly forward—so rapidly, in 
fact, that in less than 28 months 
after that: first experimental air 
mail route was inaugurated the 
epochal westbound trip which we 
commemorate today—the last sec- 


5/tion of the transcontinental route, 


from Omaha to San Francisco— 
was accomplished. The Post Of- 
fice historian noted with pride 
that this trip was flown at the 
rate of 80 miles an hour, without 
a forced landing for either weath- 
er or mechanical trouble, and that 
the plane carried 16,000 letters 
which. arrived in San Francisco 22 
hours ahead of the best possible 
time by train. 

The United States Army now 
has 75,000 airplanes, of which 34,- 
000 are combat planes, flying day 
and night. Let us picture, if we 
can, from the vantage point of 
1944, a year in which the marvels 
of radio communication are re- 
garded as commonplace, the dar- 
ing that lay behind the decision to 
institute night flying. The Post 
Office Department recognized that 
if the transcontinental line could 
be operated on a through schedule 
with planes flying both night and 
day, a wonderful advance would 
be made. Plans were carefluly 
made which envisioned a flight by 
nigh between Cheyenne and Chi- 
cago. 

A plane left San Francisco at 
4:30 in the morning of Washing- 
ton’s birthday in 1921.

of the flight at the North Platte, 
Nebraska, airport. There Jack 
Knight awaited him to relay the 
mail through to Omaha, where the 
world’s first night air mail flight 
was to begin. Without radio or 
modern navigation instruments of 
any kind, Knight took off at 11 
o’clock, pointing his plane toward 
Omaha. Another relay pilot and 
plane were to have taken over at 
Omaha but because of reports of 
adverse weather, the carefully 
prepared plans had been disrupt- 
ed. No relief pilot was present to 
carry on. 

Knight was unafmiliar with the 
route between Omaha and Chica- 
go. He studied the map and flew 
east from Omaha at 2 o’clock in 
the morning. A driving snowstorm 
prevented his landing at Des 
Moines. Over Iowa City, with a 
supply of gasoline for only 10 
minutes more in the air, Knight 
could not locate the airport. The 
ground crew, certain that bad 
weather had halted the flight, had 
gone home, 

The watchrfian, hearing a plane 
overhead, lighted a red flare in 
the center of th field. Kinght 
saw the flare through the snow 
and made his landing. He refuel- 
ed, with the aid of the watchman, 
and continued the daring flight 
on through a dense Missouri Val- 
ley fog until he landed at Chicago 
at 8:40 o’clock in the morning. 
There the mail was taken on east 
and the flight was completed to 
New York. The total elapsed 
time for the trip, including all 
stops, was 33 hours and 20 min- 
utes. The actual flying time was 
25 hours and 16 minutes, with an 
average speed of 104 miles an hour 
over the entire distance of 2,629 
miles, 

The triumph of the flight in the 
face of such difficulties was per- 
suasive evidence that the Post Of- 
fice Department’s air mail serv- 
ice, with night flying as an essen- 
tial part, had come to stay. 

Rapidly, radio stations were es- 
tablished at fields and weather 
information was made available, 
sand a system of beacon lights 
soon was put into operation. But 
all of the mechanical progress may 
be summarized in the apt state- 
ment which has been made that 
aviation radio, modern meteor- 
ology, and the finest operating 
techniques all sprang from the or- 
iginal determination that the mail 
must go through. 

Neither the Congress nor the 
Post Office Department has ever 
intended that the Department 
would operate the airmail service 
longer than was necessary to dem- 
onstrate its practicability. Seve- 
ral contract airline routes were 
put in operation in 1926 and by 
August 31, 1927, the entire air 
mail service was turned over to 
contractors and the Department 
was able to withdraw completely 
from the field. 

A survey of the progress that 
has been made challenges the 
imagination. In 1918, over’ the 
218 mile New York-Washington 
route, 16,009 airplane miles were 
flown and approximately nine 
tons of mail were carried. In 
1926, the last full year of post 
office operation, 2,256,137 miles 
were flown over routes that had 
expanded to 3,597 miles. By fis- 
cal year 1944 there were just un- 
der 50,000 miles of routes over 
which almost 107 million sched- 
uled miles of mail service were 
flown, carrying 31,000 tons of 
mail. On the first transcontinent- 
al flight there were 16,000 letters 
carried to San Francisco. On this 
24th anniversary we are deliver- 
ing more than two milion letters 
a day to the Pacific Coast by air 
mail. 

In terms of dollars and cents, 
the figures are just as remarkable. 
In the nine years of government 
operation, the cost of air mail was 
$17,411,534. Since 1926, $270,923,- 
221 were paid to private carriers 
of domestic air mail and $122, 
402,162 to the carriers of foreign

Thus air mail has meant 
an expenditure of $410,736,917. In 
the last fiscal year more than a 
billion and a half pieces of air 
mail were carried, from which the 
revenue was an estimated 103 
million dollars. In the face of 
these figures, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s request for $50,000 for an 
experimental service appears in- 
deed to have been a modest one 
across the vista of 32 years. 


The growth of foreign air mail 
has been no less amazing than 
the domestic service. Beginning 
with the route established between 
Key West and Havana in 1927, and 
going on through 1935 when serv- 
ice was inaugurated from San 
Francisco aacross the Pacific by 
way of Hawaii, Midway, Wake 
and Guam to Manila, foreign air 
mail has gone on to an extraor- 
dinary development. The war 
tended to accelerate that develop- 
ment and on the day before the 
Japanese bombs fell on Pearl Har- 
bor service was inaugurated from 
Miami to Leopoldville in he Bel- 
gian Congo. Thus since 1928, when 
99,530 miles were flown, the for- 
eign air mail service has expand- 
ed to 19,500,000 miles flown in the 
fiscal year which ended last June 
30—slightly more than 53,000 
miles per day, and more miles in 
two days than were flown in the 
entire fiscal year 1928. 


Due to the war, the schedules of 
foreign air mail routes are not 
published but it may be stated 
that the frequency of service to 
most destinations is better than at 
any time in the history of the for- 
eign air mail service. This ap- 
plies particularly to service to 
countries in Central and South 
America and the West Indies, 
which now operates with a much 
greater frequency than was the 
case at the beginning of the war.

Twelve Cent Airmail 
Envelope Is A Fraud 





Even we were fooled when we 
printed the picture of the Twelve 
Cent Airmail envelope on the 
front page of our issue of the 24th 
of August. 

We have since kept the cover in 
our desk and have shown it on 
numerous occasions and have as 
often gazed at it ourselves and 
wondered how such a_ variety 
might occur. Only this week, on 
Labor Day to be exact, we had a 
visitor from Cleveland, none oth- 
er than Larry Shoemaker, a stamp 
man of high repute and Larry 
too was fooled, for we showed 
him the cover which he looked at 
for some minutes and discussed 
with us. We spoke the of supposed 
variety and stated that we had 
not noticed whether both impres- 
| Sions of stamp showed embossing 
| or whether the embossing showed 
on only one of the imprints, for 


we wondered if both stamps 
would show embossing. Larry 
held it to the light, glanced across 


the face of the stamps and stated 
that embossing did show on both 
stamps. 

Since then we again examined 
the cover and glanced at it our- 





Selves to see if the embossing was 
on both stamaps and that glance 
was sufficient to show us a slight 
| difference in the looks of the two 
iimprints which caused us to take 
a glass and examine closer and 
thus we found the hoax. The 
stamp impression at the left is 
perfectly trimmed out of another 
envelope and mounted on the cov- 
er alongside the original stamp. 
The trimming and mounting are 
so perfectly done that it is only 
apparent on very close scrutiny. 
Indeed a remarkable job done by 
Wm. W. Summers, a Marine in 
| the South Pacific who must have 
| got a big kick out of preparing 
| this unusual piece. Now that you 
i|Know how it is done you might 
want one for yourself.

HELPING THE YOUNGER COLLECTORS 

A letter of several pages comes from Mr. H. R. Schick of Lancas- 
ter, Pa., with a plea that more attention be paid to the young collect- 
or. Mr. Schick presents many arguments, some of which we consider 
sound and others of no value. 

He first makes a plea for less stress on condition and high value 
of stamps. He points out that with the present 
stress laid on condition as exemplified by auction 
catalogue descriptions, that the youngsters get dis- 
couraged almost as soon as they get started. We 
can not wholly agree with the views as expressed 
in this letter and with the full knowledge that when 
one gives advice they are running up against many 
others who will not wholly agree with that advice, 
I am going to make a few remarks that should be 
of interest to the young collector as well as to the 
older ones. ‘Last week we printed a front page 
story by Mr. Arthur King Clark, a Pittsburgh, Pa., 
stamp dealer. This article was taken from litera- 
ture which Mr. Clark sends to prospective custo- 

Geo. W. Linn mers and as a whole is filled with sound and sen- 
sible advice for young and old. The worst thing about giving advice to 
any stamp collector is the fact that they will reply by telling you 
that they collect as they please and, regardless of whether they tell 
you that or not, that is just about how most of them collect. 

It is a fact, however, that the information in the article by Mr. 
Clark is filled with sound advice which if followed Will result in 
much more satisfaction for the collector than if he goes at it in a 
haphazard manner, 

As to condition explanations given in Auction catalogues, such 
are necessary, for stamp values after all, are based on the quality of 
the stamps, as they should be. The same rule applies to almost any 
commodity or necessity that one might buy. If you were looking for 
a particular book, the final price you would be content to pay would 
depend on the condition of the book, its binding, whether pages were 
clean or soiled, dog eared or in good shape. If an automobile is of- 
fered for sale, you want to know all about its condition before buying. 

Condition descriptions for stamps as offered in auctions are ap- 
plicable mostly to stamps of higher value. You can look at any stamp 
dealers price list of the ordinary run of stamps which retail at under 
one dollar and you seldom find any statement concerning condition 
other than that they are in “Good Condition.” To us, Good Condi- 
tion means that the stamps are not too heavily canceled and that as 
to centering, the perforations do not cut into the design and that the 
stamp is fairly well centered. The stamp is also whole and not torn 
or otherwise damaged. Any collection built on such lines is a satis- 
factory collection for anyone and most collections of stamps of lower 
value will fit just that description. Stamps of this description are 
the stamps on which catalogue valuations are based. 

When a collector enters a dealers shop and insists in pawing 
through a stock book to pick the one out of the twenty copies that 
is the most perfectly centered and lightly canceled, the dealer is 
thoroughly justified in charging that man a premium price for the 
stamp. 

Do not be too overexacting in your demands for condition, if 
you do you should expect to be very unhappy right along as you 
will have difficulty in filling in some spaces and you will be charged 
the top price for the extra time and trouble that the dealer must 
give in attending to your wants. : ‘ 

Only in the case of buying high priced stamps will you run into 
much trouble in the condition field. It is well recognized that superb 
copies command high prices and that is as it should be but few 
dealers ever attempt to classify cheap stamps as to condition and if 
you buy from their approvals you will find the stamps are usually 
priced without regard to whether they are just good copies or the 
very finest centered copies, when it comes to stamps of lower value. 

In fact, about the only classification of lower priced stamps that 
a dealer attempts to make is to offer stamps that are fit to sell and 
to discard into his scrap or mixture box those copies which are in 


any way defective.

Herst To Sell Great 
United States Rarity 


Were a philatelic ballotting to 
take place as to which was our 
rarest twentieth century stamp, 
it’s probable that the 24c air mail 
invert, or the 8c Blue Paper, or 
No. 594 would be up at the top in 
the final audit. Many collectors 
do not know that our rarest stamp 
in point of numbers in.existence 
is a commemorative, the 2c Hard- 
ing Memorial stamp of 1923, 
printed by the rotary press, and 
Perforated 11 instead of 10, 

Less than a half dozen copies 
of this major rarity, which Scott 
lists as No..613B are thought to be 
in existence. There has never 
been a recorded sale of one, eith- 
er at auction or otherwise, so its 
value is problematical, with Scott 
leaving it unpriced. 

Philatelic eyes this fall will 
therefore be on the November 
4th auction of Herman Herst, Jr., 
of New York City, for this sale 
will include a used copy of this 
rare item, of which no unused 
copies are known. United States 
specialists will of course be in- 
terested in the realization. 

The auction contains many oth- 
er rarities, and a_ fine lot of 
errors from an 1869 invert to a 
fine offering of the 5c errors of 
1917. It will be a most unusal sale 
from the standpoint of condition, 
but in all probability most eyes 
will be focused on the rare Hard- 
ing stamp, the first time in history 
that one will have been offered 
and sold, 








Japanese Soldiers 
War Postal Cards 


We have already pictured in 
previous issues some of the special 
Post Cards supplied Japanese sol- 
diers for communications to their 
folks at home. It appears _ that 
there are many varieties of these 
cards issued to these soldiers. 

At present we have some infor- 
mation from Pfe, J. Grozdiak 
somewhere in the Pacific area 
who has mailed us two cards, one 
is with the dove sitting on a hel- 
met as was illustrated some weeks 
ago. The other merely has a 
square box frame in the upper 
right corner with four Japanese 
characters therein and a vertical 
row of Japanese characters at the 
right edge of the card below the 
box. 

Mr. Grodziak states that there 
are about six different cards that 
are found, and about a dozen col- 
ors or shades. Whether this lat- 
ter refers to the paper stock or 
the printing on the card is. not 
stated. However he does say “the 
red and blue oval types are 
searce and not easily found.” This 
oval type card pictures a rider on 
a horse, also Japanese lettering

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Ill. In the small types I am not so 
good lacking four out of 2018. 
The 1%c Fort Wayne Coil, the 3c 
Columbia coil the 12c Richmond 
sheet stamp and the 50c Omaha 
sheet stamp. The last two it is my 
own negligence that I don’t have 
them and for that matter the 
same goes for the other two. Get- 
ting baek to facts though these 
stamps were all collected with the 
thought that they eventually 
would be replaced with better 
copies where needed or in other 
words were collected AS THEY 
CAME. Now I have arrived at 
the place where iéever I am going 
to replace some of them it is now. 
I have gone too long for some 
even now. So I am taking last 
years Bureau Catalog:and start- 
ing with the first item I check its 
condition, this to give-me an idea 
whether the copy I might be in- 
specting is as good, better or 
worse than copy in my collection. 
A copy that is “B” or better is 
not checked. About three degrees 
of unworthiness will be checked, 
(1)design very close to perfs, (2) 
design touches perfs, (3) perfs cut 
into design, checking whether top, 
right, bottom or left. Also checked 
will be items having-Post marks, 
Perforated Initials, tears, ’ thin 
spots etc. these in adidtion to 
position of the design will give 
you a clear and concise record of 
the condition of every stamp in 
your collection. The old Bureau 
catalog makes an excellent check 
list for this and need not be 
changed every year. Any edition 
since 1939 could be used as they 
would have all the old issues 
prior to the Presidentials in them. 
In checking your stamps in the al- 
bums use a piece of solid black 
paper or thin cardboard just a 
little larger than the stamp, the 
size you can make-~ to fit your 
fancy. Now what is your idea 
about this?. 


Some Notes, 

A recent lot revealed some 
more facts about the NEAs of 
Cleveland. One was that both 
large and small year dates are 
found for the same month and 
come on regular stamps as well as 
the Special Deliveries. Not hav- 
ing pairs or large blocks I cannot 
say if both large and small year 
dates come on the same sheet, but 
it is my opinion that they do be- 
cause there hardly would be need 
for more than one setup at a 
time. As usual I might be wrong. 
Two new values have been used 
too 1lc and 18c Presidential in 
city type U-12. There were more 
11c values than 18c of course..... 
Danville, Ill. has had a U-1 plate 
for a long while and I do mean 
that. Each lot of precancels I have 
received from a certain party for 
the past several years has had a 
goodly share of the lower values 
of Danville in it. This time there 
was quite a few 3c Narrow De- 
fense Bureaus and a few 4%c 
Presidertials in the U-120 wide 
type, also a 3c War Issue same 
type. This leaves us wonder if 
the U-1 plate is retired perman- 
ently or if these handstamp pre- 
cancels are just fill ins till the 
printer gets around to the job 
again. And where has this wide 
type been all the while.

Postal Authorities 
May Aid Philatelists 


Because I have taken excep- 
tion to the Post Office Depart- 
ment in my regular column I 
feel the readers of Linn’s are en- 
titled to know what progress we 
are making with philatelic can- 
cellations. Following are ex- 
cerpts from Third Assistant Post- 
master Ramsey S. Black: “In 
compliance. with your request 
there are being returned here- 
with four covers which accom- 
panied recent communications to 
this Bureau. The balance of the 
envelopes have been used in 
directing improper cancellations 
to the attention of the officials 
concerned ... It may be possi- 
ble to issue some instructions 
through the Postal Bulletin in 
the near future following a study 
of certain related aspects which 
is now being undertaken.” 

It sounds like a step in the 
right direction and I shall with- 
hold any futher criticism of the 
Bureau until Mr. Black has had 
a chance to make his study and 
take such action as he deems 
possible to give stamp collectors 
real philatelic cancellations.

those of the character he portrays 
in the Theater Guild production. 

Mr. Karlweis started a stamp 
collection for his young son in 
Vienna, and like many another 
father, became interested in col- 
lecting on his own. He specialized 
in the stamps of Austria, his na- 
tive country, and was well on his 
way to having an excellent col- 
lection when the nazis became 
over ambitious .and his travels 
started. He believes his collection 
is safe in a chateau in France 
where he left it the day the nazis 
entered Paris. Since coming to 
this country he has started a se- 
cond collection of U. S. and better 
semi-postals of Europe. 

I was interested in his re-act- 
ions to American methods of col- 
lecting which’ he insists are far 
too commercial and he misses the 
swapping sessions that_are an in- 
tegral part of the European meth- 
od of the hobby. It seems Euro- 
peans count the day lost when 
they have failed to effect a swap 
of some stamp for another, and 
in Paris they meet daily in a park 
from two until seven o’clock in 
the evening for the purpose of 
carrying on their hobby. One fea- 
ture of Parisian stamp collecting 
that appealed to him was the 
weekly out-door bourse where 
dealers and collectors assemble to 
buy and sell in a leisurely man- 
ner. 

Mr. Karlweis believes Ameri- 
can collectors derive greater 
learning from their general col- 
lections than do Europeans who 
specialize to a great extent. I sin- 
cerely recommend Mr. Karlweis 
characterization of Jacobowsky to 
those of you in or about New 
York and welcome him to the 
ranks of American philatelists. 





A NEW SEASON—We are on 
the threshold of a new stamp sea- 
son, Cool fall breezes are just 
around the corner and you’ll soon 
be hauling out the old album and 
resuming the chase to fill those 
empty spaces. If you’ve borrowed 
your copy of Linn’s from a friend 
you ought to start the season by 
subscribing for your own copy to 
be delivered weekly. Read the ads 
carefully. Through my extensive 
travels I have had the pleasure 
of meeting many of the adver- 
tisers who appear in these col- 
umns. Believe me that I’m not 
beating the drum when I tell you 
they report that Linn’s readers 
are careful buyers and because 
you have that reputation you will 
find advertisers tempting you 
with some very low prices. It pays 





to scan the ads carefully, and 
mention Linn’s when you buy. 

If you’r a dealer, prepare to 
resume those daily treks to the 
bank because I predict a banner 
stamp season. In fact I’m very 
optomistic about the coming stamp 
season and my one admonition 
is that if peace comes in Europe 
before spring, be extremely care- 
ful about what you buy from 
what will flood the market. There 
are many spurious issues reported 
and more over-prints, under- 
prints, types of paper and errors 
than could be recorded in any 
entire issue of tiis paper dedicat- 
ed to only such stamps. 

Before the first of the year all 
of the Over-run Nations stamps 
will have disappeared from the 
Philatelic Agency and the prices 
of those stamps will boom with 
an accent on the used copies in 
better than good condition, I also 
predict that when the new. issues 
start coming in from abroad the 
prices of U. S. stamps will settle 
down, and they’ll be arguments 
about that from many quarters, 
but if you could sell certain U.'S. 
issues short, such as is done in 
the stock market you could clean 
up. One of those U. S. issues that 
will settle down rapidly will be 
the Zepps. 

Join a stamp club this year and 
learn what fun it can be to swap 
stamps with interested fellow 
philatelists. Stamp clubs can en- 
large their memberships by eli- 
minating dry speakers and drier 
subjects. 

Don’t usk me where this came 
from, but a tip to you is not to 
junk your stamps of Japan. In- 
stead try to complete the country 
because the stamps of the Yellow 
Rats may become extremely 
scarce in future years. Since none 
of their issues have reached these 
shores from Pearl Harbor on, you 
cannot aid the enemy by com- 
pleting your collection and they 
may prove extremely valuable. 

Finally I predict the season will 
be high lighted by more sensible 
prices and that can only benefit 
one thing - Philately in general 
and YOU. So let’s go for a bigger 
and better 1944-45 stamp season,
